Paul C. Bryan, Superintendent of 
Albany Schools, laid the 
City Council the need for the ex- 
pansion and the improvement of 
existing building facilities of the 
Albany Schools and the consequent 
need for Albany citizens to yote 
favorably upon the school bond is- 
sue at the October 15 election.

Bryan's talk, given at the Coun- 
cil meeting Monday, August 26, 
emphasized the constant growing 
needs for classrooms, Tracing the 
population growth of Albany, he 
pointed out that there were 8,593 
people here in 1930 as contrasted 
to 14,873 in 1944. Since the last 
census was taken in 1944, 3500 
people have moved into Codornices 
Village. He also pointed out that, 
according to predicted populations, 
there would be a constant but not 
rapid increase in population until 
1960 when it was presumed that a 
complete saturation point will have 
been reached. 


Despite this large growth of 
population and corresponding in- 
crease in school enrollments, no 


additions have been made to either 
the Cornell or Marin Schools since 
1932, resulting, necessarily, he de- 
clared, in every existing facility 
and every available classroom be- 
ing taxed to a point far exceeding
